I claim as new and desire to protect by Let- 
ters Patent of the United States is as fol- 
lows : 

1. A head gear comprising a body por- 
15 tion of substantially cylindrical shape, a 
bowl shaped crown portion integral with 
said body portion, an extension on the front 
of said cylindrical body portion adapted to 
be disposed upwardly adjacent the outer 
20 surface of said body portion for reinforcing 
the same, said extension terminating sub- 
stantially adjacent the ears of a wearer and 
being provided with spaced slots in the ex- 
tremities thereof, the cylindrical body por- 
25 tion being provided with spaced apart slots, 
adjacent the extremities of said extension,' 
cords knotted at their ends disposed through 
the slots in said extension and through the 
slots in said body portion, and a knot inter- 
so mediate the ends of said cords adjacent the 
slots in said body portion, said cords being 
adapted to be disposed rearwardly around 



the lower edge of said cylindrical body por- 
tion for drawing the forward portionof said

2. A head gear comprising a substantial- 
ly cylindrical body portion having forward 
and rearward series of parallel slots extend- 
ing vertically in the intermediate portion 
thereof, the said series of slots being spaced 45 
apart, cords disposed through adjacent slots 
of the forward and rearward series of -slots, 
a knot in the extremities of each of said 
cords, engaged against the first slot of the 
forward series of slots, a knot in the inter- 00 
mediate, portion of each of said cords en- 
gaged against the first slot of the rearward 
series, said cords being disposed rearwardly 
around said headgear for pleating that por- 
tion thereof adjacent said forward and rear- 55 
ward series and disposed forwardly and tied 
together at the front of said head gear for 
pressing the . lower portion of said head gear 
firmly against the head of a wearer to re- 
tain the pleats of said head gear as formed 60 
by the knots of said cords.
